■ APPEALS OF GENIAL OF ACCESS 



(a) Review of an initial denial of access to a record under the 
Freedon of Information Act (5 USC 552), the Privacy Act of 1974 (5 USC 
552a), or Executive Order 12065 may be requested by the individual who 
submitted the initial request for access. Ihe review (hereinafter r^ 
ferred to as the appeal) must be in writing and should be sent certi- 
fied mail to the Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs, Chairman, appeals 
Review Panels, Department of State, 2201 C Street, N.W. , Washington, D.C. 
20520. The appeal should be received within 60 days of the date of the 
Department's refusal to grant access to a record in whole or in part. 

(bj The tiine fer decision on the appeal t^ins on the date the 

appeal is received by the Chairman, Appeals Review Panels. The appeal 
j of a denial of access to records shall include any documentation, in- 

• formaticai and statements to support the individual’s request for access 
and to refute the use of the exemption(s) cited in the Department's 

I justification concerning the denial of access. 

I (c) The Chairman of the appeals Review Panel or his designee and -- 

! at least two other members of Panels designated by him shall constitute 

a panel to consider and decide the eppead; there shall be a written 
record of the reasons for the finad determination. The final deter- 
mination will be made within 30 days (excluding Saturdays, Sundays, 

• and legal public holidays), unless for good cause shown, the Chairman 
of the Appeals Review Panels extends such determination beyond the 30 
day period. 

(d) When the final determination is to grant access to the record 
in accordamce with the individual's request, the Chairman of the App e ls 
Iteview Panel shall inform the office responsible for the record of its 
decision. The Chairman shall then request ^e Information and Priv^ 

' Coordinator to notify the individual in writing of the Panel's decision . —
